MARS NEAR EARTH 
WEDNESDAY NIGHT 


Moving through the heavens in 
what scientists term ‘opposition’ 
to the earth, Mars was closer 
Wednesday night than it will be, 
or has been, in half a century. 

Near midnight, the mystery 
planet had narrowed down the 
usual 42,000,000 mile away orbit 
on which it travels to a mere 35,- 
900,000 miles. 

Astronomers Peer Through 

Glasses 

And in an attempt to determine, 
if observation will help the moot- 
ed theory, learned astronomers in 
observatories on mountain tops in 
California were peering through 
gigantic telescopes—looking for 
developments that would divulge 
the momentous secret of whether 
Mars is inhabited. Because of 
clearer atmospheric conditions 
prevailing in California, the 
astronomers — some famous 
throughout the world and most of 
whom believe that Mars may be 
inhabited—started the most in- 
timate studies they have ever 
been able to make of that celes- 
tial body under modern auspices. 

Although Mars was closer Wed- 
nesday night than in 50 years, 
the astronomers will continue 
their observations for nearly ten 
days—or nights—that being the 
estimated time which the planet 
will require to return to its more 
distant 42,000,000 mile pathway. 

Observations being made from 
the Pacific Coast points are 
through the most powerful tele- 
scopes yet invented by man, 
among them the famous 100-inch 
reflecting mirror telescope at Car- 
negie Solar Observatory, Mount 
Wilson, near Pasadena. 2 

The principal studies, however, 
will be made from Lowell observ- 
atory, Arizona, where Dr. Percival 
Lowell, famous astronomer, Trt- 
cently completed his epochal 
photographic studies of Mars, and 
from Lick Observatory. Other ob- 
servations also are being made 
from the Lick Observatory on 
Mount Lowe, Southern California, 
the Santa Clara Observatory and 
from the United States Naval Ob- 
servatory at Mare Island. 

Laymen Little Aided by Visit 

The concensus of opinion 
among the astronomers is that 
Wednesday night’s opportunity to 
stédy the red planet at the clos- 
est range possible in more than 
half a century will not be pro- 
ductive of anything particularly 
startling from the layman’s view- 
point.’ From the scientific stand- 
point, however, the observations 
are expected to have an import 
ant bearing for the star-gazing 
savants hope to verify in a meas- 
ure, their belief that Mars has 
atmospheric condition like 
Mother Earth, ,that she has a 
North and’ South Pole, and that 
there apparently are different 
zones of temperature just like 
those that gird this world. 

Such successful observations as 
may be made, however, are eX 
pected to be largely cumulative 
in their effect ~and merely to 
strengthen the theory already in 
existence that the planet has at- 
mospheric conditions somewhat 
similar to this world and there- 
fore must be inhabited by some 
form of animal life. 

Ethereal Haze Hinders Studies 

Astronomers have been unable 
to make observations for the past 
two nights because of the ethereal 
haze, which has intruded itself 
between the Earth and Mars, are 
united in the opinion that no tel- 
escope yet has been invented that 
will permit them to determine 
whether forms of vegetation exist 
on the distant planet or whether 
it hagany forms of life. 

Apropos this belief, Dr. R. A. 
Tucker, director of Lick Observa- 
tory and internationally known as 
an astronomic savant, says: 

“While most scientific men who 
have been studying Mars believe 
it possibly is inhabited by some 
form of animal or human life— 
conditions there appearing mak- 
ing such forms of life possible— 
we_ probably. never will be able 
to determine such a fact definite- 
ly. Conditions for studying Mars 
are just a little bit more favor- 
able right now than ordinarily. 
We expect to be able to see and 
photograph certain markings 
which will strengthen our present 
theorfés but which will not de- 
termine whether vegetation or 
life of any kind exist there.”

Lynn, 
Complete measurements of these 
machines were sent by long .dis- 
tance telephone. A crew of 
drafismen was set to work and 
in one week complete plans were 
ready and the crew at Long 
Beach had started foundations. 

-To- supply these generators 
eight additional” boilers were 
hecessary. The first battery of 
four boilers was installed and 
“bricked in’ in 23 days, and the 
second ‘battery was completed in 
17 days, a record which the en- 
gineers in charge declare will 
stand for all time. By July third 
the first generator had been in- 
stalled, tested out and put into 
operation. Eighteen days later 
the other two were finished, mak- 
ing a -complete installation of 
30,000 horsepower in a little over 
four months, establishing a new 
record for speed in steam plant 
construction. While this was go- 
ing on, work was also being rush- 
ed on the 100,000 horsepower 
plant No. 2, consisting of two 
turbo-generators of 50,000 horse- 
power each, the largest to be in- 
stalled west of Chicago. 

Two thousand tons of special 
structural steel are required for 
the job. This erder was placed 
with the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany, February 20. Twelve days 


later fifty per cent of the order.

which if carried to. the ultimate 
conclusion, leaves the interpreta- 


tion of all laws, not to the courts, 
but to the opinion of the individ- 
ual citizen or official. We be- 
lieve those in aut! ority should set 
the example of s -rict respect for 
our laws. 

Both the county charter and 
the state constitution provide that 
neither an elective nor appointive 
office head can have his salary 
increased or diminished during 
his term of office or subsequent 


to the date of his election. The 
supreme court has, time and 
again, by interpretation stated 


that an additional deputy who re- 
seives pay lightens the work of 
the head of the office and thus 
increases his salary. This is fur- 
ther evidenced and borne out by 
the fact that at the present time 
there is pending a_ proposed 
amendment to the constitution re- 


quiring the people’s approval be-} 


fore supervisors and department 


heads can take such unwarranted 
authority. ’ 
Almost without exception we 


find county departments expend- 
ing the taxpayers’ money illegal- 
ly, thousands of dollars of it each 
year, with no excuse except that 
the authority of the supervisors 
is behind them, and no explana- 
tion of from what source the 
supervisors derive such extraor- 
expressly forbid- 
den by the people of the state 
when they adopted the constitu- 
tion. 

This condition, pervading prac- 
tically every department, affects 
even the district attorney, who 
acts as legal advisor for the 
county, and has thousaids of doll- 
args appropriated and illegally ex- 
pended in the conduct of his of- 
fice. This statement is made 
herein explicitly with full knowl- 
edge of a contrary written opin- 
ion submitted by the district at- 
torney himself to the auditor 
when the pay check of one of his 
deputies was held up. 

In one county office the sum il- 
legally expended amounts to over 
$11,000 a year, according to‘ our 
advices, which must be confirmed 
by the courts.

covering interest and padding of 
the printing, will serve to close 
the incident and the taxpayers’ 


| interests will be subserved. 


This situation Goes not apply 
to the Redlands Facts alone. A 
check of publication in 1922 of 


Bernardino Sun disclosed a sim- 
ilar system of padding and that 
paper will be asked to make res- 
titution to the county of $457.76 
overcharge on its total bill of 
$4,577.69 submitted to the super- 
the tax collector and aud- 
itor, and paid for the single print- 
ing job. 

At the beginning of its work 
the grand jury held up payment 
of this year’s delinquent tax pub- 
| tication by the Ontario Report un- 
til a reduction in charges and 
padding ‘amounting to over $400 
had been agreed upon. The pro- 
prietor in testifying before the 
grand jury said: “Why make me

cents, respectively, and there 
seems to be no reasonable excuse 
for this error. This erroneous 
computation was approved and 
passed by the county tax collect- 
or, the auditor, and approved and 
ordered paid by the Board. of 
Supervisors, and not noted by the 
auditing company on the audit of 
that year. According to records, 
this list was only published three 
times. By reason of the incorrect 
rates being used, this bill ‘was 
overcharged in the sum_ of 
$2,230.98. i F 

“In the year 1923, the Redlands 
Facts published the delinquent 
tax list for the year 1922. On the 
bill of this year’s publication they 
attempted to adjust the- over- 
charge for the year 1919, giving 
as a reason therefor that it was 
a ‘voluntary reduction,’ implying 
it was an unnecéSsary concession 
on their part to the county, and 
Wag not even then correctly com- 
puted. The original bill as pre- 
sented and paid was incorrect, 
and the fact that it was not prop- 
erly audited by any county of- 
ficial did not establish the e¢or- 
rectness of the bill by the Red- 
lands Facts as the legal rates for 
this class of work had been pass- 
ed by the Board of Supervisors 
in January, 1920, and has not 
since been changed.” 

The evidence seems to be this 

—that the Redlands Facts. sub-! 
mitted an incorrect bill, over- 
charging the county $2,230.98 out 
of a total of $5,383.22, and. that 
the supervisors, the tax collector, 
the auditor, the editor of the 
Facts, no one, apparently, was 
aware of the small item of $2,236 
legally charged up to the county 
and paid by its officials without 
demur. Official records show that 
the Facts retained this $2,230.98 
overcharge for three years, until 
that paper received the new de- 
linguent tax publication in 1928.

At that time, some complications 
having arisen over the prior 
charge, the Facts made restitu- 


tion of .$1,289.00 to the county. 
So irregular was the bill and the 
method of procedure that the tax 
collector, Mr. C. Fulton Jones, ac- 
companied it with a statement 
signed by him as follows: “Pur- 
thermore, this bill as far’as I am 
concerned personally, is O. K. in 
every respect.” 

As far as county records today 
disclose, the Redlands Facts has 
overcharged the county and. still 
owes as the apparent amount due 
ir equitable settlement and resti- 
tution a total of $1,441.95, includ- 
ing interest for the three years it 
retained the taxpayers’ money. 
The records are based upon a bill 
submitted by the Facts, showing 
just three publications. A further 
inquiry has established that the 
bill of the Facts {s incorrect even 
in this particular, as the delin- 
‘vent list was published four

the goat? It has been done by 
all of us for years.” The Ontario 
Report will be requested by the 
grand jury to reimburse the 
county an additional $435.36 for 
overcharges in 1921. This settle- 
ment has pot been made. 

As an example of the charges 
by. these papers against the 
county, the San Bernardino Sun, 
sold on the streets for five cents 
a single-copy, was sold to the 
county when several thousand 
were printed, at seven 
cents each. The Redlands Facts, 
following the same theory, com- 
pelled the county to pay five 
cents a copys although it is ad- 
vertised and sold as a_ three-cent 
paper, and the Ontario -Report, 
also a three-cent paper, charged 
the county five cents. 

There appears to be a lack of 
competition and interested super- 
vision of details of the county’s 
business. We find in many in- 
stances from the records that 
painting performed by day labor 
for the county.has cost from $25 
to $75 per gallon to spread. Ne 
sane individual and no_ corpora- 
fion would consider such an ex- 
tortionate charge. Bills for paint- 
ing at the county hospital, in 
courthouse offices and other 
county structures show the same 
general excessive costs, with ap- 
parently no effort to curb ex- 
penses. 

Laxity in supervising expendi- 
tures and the handling of huge 
sums of public moneys is in our 
mind largely to blame for the 
eriminal tendency which has in- 
jured the reputation of our public 
service during the last two years. 
Bills amounting to large totals 
are paid out without the approval 
of any official, without a receipt 
showing the goods or materials 
delivered ‘and received, without 
an itemized statement showing 
the amounts and quality, without 
a purchase order or any authoriz- 
ation from the county purchasing 
agent or the Board of Supervisors. 

A large number of such bills, 
each one illegal, each one drreg- 
“Jar, each one an opportunity to 
defraud the county, have béen 
gathered as. evidence of the gen- 
eral laxity in. supervision. The 
temptation to criminality is great, 
and while in many instances there 
fs reason to believe that consid- 
erable more than mere clerical 
errors, carelessness and over-sight 
is responsible, we,again reiterate 
the declaration of the 1922 county 
grand jury, which said: “We can, 
and we do, hereby bring an in- 
dictment against the system 
which prevails in our courthouse, 
making the test of official life not 
efficiency but political affiliation. ff
